DETAILED ACTION 

Status of Claims 

1 . Applicant's reply filed on 6/18/2008 is acknowledged. Current pending claims are 
1-2 and 7. Claim 1 is amended. Claims 3-6 are cancelled. 

Response to Amendments 

2. Applicant's arguments and amendments filed on 6/1 8/2008 are acknowledged. 
Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 1 have been considered are sufficient to 
overcome the prior art. Claims 1-2 and 7 stand allowed (see below). 

3. Applicant's amendments, filed 6/18/2008, have been received. The drawing 
objection and the 112, first paragraph, rejection of claim 1 are withdrawn in view of the 
amendments. 

Remarks 

4. In regards to claim 1 , a "wash cycle" has been assumed to be - a non-laundry 
amount-sensing agitation of the wet laundry. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-2 and 7 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: "Daewoo" 
(KR Patent Publication No. P1 996-0023421) does not teach or suggest the resetting of 
the wash cycle upon detection of an open state of the door during the wash cycle during 
a predetermined point of the wash cycle (the first predetermined time interval) in 
combination with the other claimed features.
